country. 

Count Karolyi, according to this 
same dispatch, lost control after the 
entente’s definition of a boundary line 
between Hungary and Rumania, and 
purporting to grant Transylvania to 
the latter country. The French au- 
thorities now in Hungary directed the 
former Hungarian Government to with- 
draw its army forces to the Szegedin- 
Debreczen boundary. Rumanians to 
hold the Aradszat-Marnement line, and 
the French to occupy the territory in 
dispute.

that events have proved all 
thoughtful predictions to be 
wrong, and destroyed all these. caleu- 
lations based on sound _ reasoning, 
there is nothing quite so stimulating 
as to re-examine what were the polit- 
ical views and ethnical considerations 
of the founder of the German Em- 
pire at the time it was established. 
Bismarck did consider the disap- 
pearance of German dynasties, and he 
did ask himself what woyld happen 
then. “Never,” has he said, “- 
not even at Frankfort anve I Giebied 
but that the key 
was to be found with the sovereigns 
and the dynasties. and not with par- 
liamentary publicists, with the press 
or on the barricades."" He explains at 
length in what consists German patri- 
otism. That patriotism does not act. 
produces no effects, unless seconded 
by the attachment to the dynasty. He 
states that, in praxi, the German 
needs either a dynasty to which -he 
attached, or else such excitement

capable of arousing in him the anger | 


which prompts him to action. 
Bismarck had no illusions on this 
point, ‘he figured that much _ time 
would pass ere it would be otherwise. 
Specializing on this train of thought, 
he asked himself what would become 
of a State in which all German dynas- 
ties should suddenly be done away 
In his opinion. national senti- 
ment would not be strong enough to 
unite all Germans into one nation 
should a conflict of European politics 
arise. He figured that “in case they 
should lose the bond which resides in 
the esprit de corps which unites their 
sovereigns,” the Germans would be- 
come the prey of peoples” with 
stronger cohesion than they. 


Patriotism and the Dynasty 

Bismarck remarks that with other 
peoples of Iurope patriatism does not 
necessarily imply attachment to a 
dynasty. National sentiment can ex- 
ist outside of it. This is the case 
with the Poles, the Hungarians, the 
Jtalians, the Spaniards, and_ the 
French, who, under any dynasty, 
without any dynasty even, preserved 
their unity and integrity---as far as 
their Nation wenf. “In Germany, on 
the contrary, “particularism” is such 
that every German is geadily prevailed 
upon to oppose his German neighbor 
by the fire and the sword and to kill 
him if, in the course of quarrels, 
which he does not understand, he 
commanded to do so by his dynasty. 

Other forces, outside the attach- 
ment to the dynasty, forces that Bis- 
marck did not suspect or of which he 
ignored the value, are now employed 
in realizing a new empire. It has 
taken the war, and it has taken the 
victory of the Allies to do this. That 
is what Ebert, in his inaugural ad- 
dress ut Weimar, seems to have 
forgotten. The German people have 
neither made nor prepared their rev 
olution with their own initiative, with 
a movement of their own. They have 
been brought to it in a violent and 
sanguinary manner. The heads of 
the “Sozial-Demokratie’’ who now talk 
so loudly, who flay the ancient order 
of things, especially the detested mil- 
itarism, what have they done, what 
have they organized to’ hasten the

If there is anv 
truth in the foregoing statement, and 
the great increase in the number Of 
billboards everywhere would seem to 
lend credence to it, it might be asked 
how long it would take such timid ones 
to get under cover through fear of 
condemnation of th® buying public. 

The vote on the amendment was 
193,925 for its adoption, 84,127 against, 
and 151,021 voters had no choice: The 
last figures tend to prove that the 
voters of and by themselves in a large 
measure have no interest or under- 
Standing regarding their privileges 
and duties as citizens. Perhaps it will 
all be changed when the women are 
given full suffrage.

~The Doctot's Function 

The doctor's function, as everybody 
knows, is to treat individual disease. 
or at best to advise individual patients 
how to act in order to avoid disease. 
In this work the conscientious. prac- 
titioners of all recognized schools of 
healing are doing an invaluable work. 
The conservation of public health, on 
the other hand, is the function of sani- 
tary science. It consists mainly of 
maintaining healthful conditions in 
the matter of water supply, town 
planning, drainage, ventilation, plumb- 
ing, purity of food supply, etec., con- 
ditions whieh when ideal. eradicate 


largely the cause of individual disease, 


In other words the sanitary engineer's 
business is to remove the cause of 
disease, while the doctor's business is 
to treat thé effect arising largely from 
unsanitary conditions. The difference 
is So marked that it is difticult to un- 
derstand why any government would 
consider giving to members of any 
school of medicine ¢ontrol of the 
country’s sanitary engineering work 
any more than a hospital board would 
think of retaining a sanitary engineer 
to treat the diseased patients in their 
hospital. The citizen's quarrel, if such 
it can be called, is not with the doc- 
tors as such, but with the attempt of 
the political doctors of one particular 
school of medicine to secure contro! 
of the public health activities of the 
federal government.

The committee appointed by the 
Secretary of Agriculture to conside: 
methods of determining costs of pro 
duction, review the projects of the 
Office of farm management. and pro 
pose a working basis for cooperative 
work with the states, has presented i's 
report to the Secretary, who will su! 
mit the new plan to Congress and ass 
for authorization to establish a bureat 
of farm management and farm ec 
nomics, with the request that add’ 
tional funds be provided to place these 
activities on a satisfactory basis. He 
has selected Dr. H. C. Taylor of the 
University of Wisconsin as chief of the 
bureau. 

There are available funds for star' 
ing and carrving out the work in par' 
and it is the intention of the Secreta 
of Agriculture to push it as rapidi. 
and vigorously as possible. He Is 
hearty accord with the plan to carr 
on investigations and demonstration: 
in cooperation with the states. 

“The cost of production and farm 
organization are closely related to in 
vestigations of the individual farm ani 
the problems of the individual farme: 
in organizing his business for definite 
results.” says the report. “It is im 
portant that each project be under the 

‘leadership of a man who understand: 
the problems and methods of conduct 
ing, analyzing and interpreting farm- 
management data. 

“Farm finance, farm labor. and ac- 
ricultural history and geography trea’ 
more particularly of the economic as- 
pects of group needs and movements. 
and of the agricultural needs of the 
industry in its relation to other indus 
tries and the demands of increasing 
population. These problems, with 
those of land utilization and farm-life 
studies. should he dealt with b 
trained men selected from the agricu! 
tural colleges.” 

The report of the committee con 
tinues its recommendations, to cover 
the methods of cooperation between 
the federal and state agencies, the 
purposes of production studies and th 
methods of cost investigation. “Ther> 
are three ways of obtaining cost data.” 
it points out. “cost accounting, survey 
method. and questionnaires sent by 
mail. The accounting method is base! 
on complete records of all farm work 
and business transactions. <Arrange- 
ments are made with farmers to keep 
detailed records of all operations anil 
transactions in connection with the 
farm business. The work is super. 
vised by personal visits to the farm. 

“By the survey method, the neces 
sary data are obtained from the farm. 
ers by trained investigators. Some o! 
the data are taken from the farmers’ 
books; some from the books of the 
persons to whom the farmer sells and 
from whom he buys; some from his 
bin, silo, and building capacities; ani 
some of the data are based on esti 
mates made by the farmer. 

“Some of the advantages of the sur- 
vey -method are: (1) it is a relatively 
inexpensive method of securing rec- 
ords from large numbers of farms. 
(2) records are obtained from al! 
classes of farms. and (3). records are 
obtained after the close of the farm 

when desired, areas more 
representative of normal condition.

powers. As has often heen pointed out in these columns, 
it is of the very essence of bolshevism that it cannot 
stand still. It cannot rest and consolidate. It must 
either move forward or come to an end. Bolshevism 1s 
warfare on organized society. Whetever it touches 
organized society it must make war on it. The moment 
holshevism comes “to terms it forswears its own raison 
d'etre. This, of course, constitutes its present menace, 
as it also involves its ultimate defeat. And-the present 
menace is serious. There is nothing tu be gained but 
everything to be lost by underestimating its gravity. All 
the news available, for severat weeks>past, has goné “to 
show that the Red armies of Russia are becoming better 
equipped and better led every day, and their recent suc- 
cesses in the South and West are unquestioned. The 
Hungarians, habitually unstable and ready to embrace 
extremes, have thrown in their lot with what they con- 
ceive to be the winning side, and, true to the tenets of 
their new-found faith, One of the first acts of the Soriet 
(;overnment at Budapest is to declare war on the powers 
which, to it, represent organized society. “Uniting with 
the world’s Bolsheviki,”” says the proclamation just 1ssued 
by the new Hungarian Government, ‘we rise against the 
entente, and proclaim general mobilization. All oppon- 
ents will be executed.” Such a proclamation 1s true to 
tvpe. bolshevism must move forward, and it can onl, 
move forward as pure autocracy moves forward, by 
anmiiulating all opposition. / 

As to the immediate effects of such a situation as this, 
no one can foresee them. The position of Rumamia and 
of Tzecho-Slovakia is precarious in the extreme, whilst 
any serious advance westward of Bolshevist forces Jn 
Hungary would Dring them, into direct conflict with the 
allied forces of occupation. Then the struggle with 
bolshevism would necessarily begin in real earnest. . -\s 
long as this struggle was being carried on by an army 
of intervention on Russian soil, the wisdom and justice 
ot such-a policy was so persistently questioned, and had 
arraved against it such an almost unanimous voice of his- 
tory, that every action was crippled before it began. When, 
however, Russian bolshevism does as it now bids fair 
to do, crosses 1ts own borders into an occupied country, 
and attempts to embark definitely on the achievement 
of the contessed Lenine and Trotzky ideal, the conquest 
of the world for bolshevism, the situation will he entirely 
different. It 1s the possibility of such a situation that 
taces the allied world today.

\PPRECIATIONS and estimates of Edwin Perev 
\Whipple, brought out by reason of his recent centenary, 
have not gone much tarther than to confirm decisions 
reached and handed down thirty-three vears ago by the 
supreme literary court of Boston when this graduate of 
the Ienglish High Schook of Salem, Massachusetts, com- 
pleted his task. Whipple was never numbered among the 
elect, although he was permitted to mingle with them. 
ile had come out of a broker's office or a banking house, 
iiled to the brim with opinions, that eagerly sought ex- 
pression, about some of the great lights of English lit- 
crature, and thése opinions, when ventilated on the plat- 
form or in the periodical press, arrested attention. The 
high lights of America twinkled at them, sometimes 
sparkled at them, but, usually, after the conventional 
amount of patronage had been dispensed, blinked at them. 

Whipple was a clerk and then a. superintendent of 
tie Merchants Exchange News Room, but his thoughts, 
lis ideals, and his aspirations were centered in Cambridge, 
in Concord, and in the Elizabethan period. He read 
incessantly, he remembered wonderfully, he analyzed 
skillfully; his ability as a eritic called forth recognition 
from the great, not the least among whom was Macaulay. 
Yet \Whipple was an outsidef. His essays on Fielding, 
Byron, Carlyle, emerson, Webster, Sumner, Choate, and 
soon, were “highly commended” as illuminating. George 
chiot paid: him the compliment of saving that his criticism 
ot her works was the best she had ever seen. “Whipple had 
wcome standardized m public opinion before his carcer 
was half complete. “Tf Whipple did it, it must have been 
excellently done,” was the common verdict. Yet Whipple 
forever writing of the achievements of others 
persons, especially among the most noted, who seldom or 
never were writing about him, except when he had done 
sanething pleasing to their vanity,

(Colonel Pligginson, a generation ago, admitted that 
such writers have their place in literary history. “It is 
a comfort to think,” said he, “that many a modest, and 
indeed many a qwnediocre one, may have an unquestioned 
value in relation to lis time.” ‘That 1s to gavyehe may have 
heen a great convenience his time. Whipple, Colonel 
lligginson was trank enough to say, “was. an essential 
part of the literary lite of Boston ata time when that city 
probably furnished a larger proportion of the literary life 
of the tation than it will ever again supply. He was 
unique among the authors of that time and place, in his 
trainmng,. tastes, and mental habit: the element that he 
contributed was special and “valuable; he duplicated 
nobody, and the controversial history of that period will 
lind no place tor his name. Tlow much more than this 
can be claimed tor him it 1s too early to determine: but 
nothing can take from him the position of an essential 
and noticeable landmark in) our. American literary 
history.

Dana, Jared Sparks, John Lothrop Motley, Ralph Waldo

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George William Curtis, and James Russell Lowell, as a 
contributor to the North American Review. He brushed 
up against the very best. and he avoided controversy with) 
the verv best. And all-the very best regarded him, as

That yas the funetion 
of the medest, and indeed of the mediocre, authors whe 
in Boston's literary golden age, as in the golden ages of

But when all ts said, the balance would have been

L'NDER a law just enacted in Texas, all pool halls and 
other places where pool or billjards 1s played as a matter 
of revenue must be closed b¥ May 1. This, at first sight, 
Iay seem narrow and unreasonable, and perhaps even 
unjust. There is nothing necessarily objectionable in a 
game ot pool or billiards, per se. But there is much that 
is objectionable in the maintenance of loafing places, and 
it is loafing places, rather than pool and billiard halls. 
that the communities of Texas have asked their law- 
iwakers to exterminate. 

LOOKING back over the past vear, an observer in New 
York 1s impressed by the “continuous circus” for which 
the New York Public L ibrary has provided a background. 
The open space before the library was utilized as a a stage 
in every “drive” for advancing the purposes of the war.

No public librar¢, it 
is safe to say, ever led a more continuously spectacular 
and exciting life.
